“The extraction of our forces is go- 
ing to be very simple,” he said. “We 
don’t have anything on the ground. 


All we have to do is wind that ship up 
and go.’ 


The United States has had naval 


forces in the gulf since 1948 and now 


_ has 27 warships in the region, with 


about 17 in the gulf at any time, ac- 
cording to U.S. military sources. 

Iran said the Iraqi air raids were 
proof that Baghdad opposes an end to 
the 8-year-old war. Tehran’s official 
Islamic Republic .News Agency 
quoted the head of Iran’s Atomic En- 
ergy Organization, Reza Amrollahi, 
as saying the Iraqi raid on the nuclear 
plant inflicted “heavy losses.” 

After an Iraqi raid on the facility in 
November, Iranian officials claimed 
the possibility of a major nuclear dis- 
aster like the April 1986 explosion and 
fire at the Chernoby! plant in the So- 
viet Union.

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Bangerter defends his administration

Gov. Norman Bangerter defended 
his economic policies of the past four 
years at an appearance Tuesday 
morning in Provo where he fielded 
questions from local residents. 

Bangerter defended his economic 
tactics by stating that he felt comfort- 
able with what he has done through- 


-out his term as governor. “Maybe 


that’s the wrong word to say but I feel 
good about what we’ve done,” said 
the governor, who will defend his of- 
oe against Democrat Ted Wilson this 
all. 

“There has to be change,” said 
Bangerter. “I recognized that back 
shortly after taking office. In June of 
1986, we asked every department in 
the state to prepare a budget at 94 
percent of the previous year because 
we recognized that the economy of 
the state of Utah was changing and 
that of the nation. And government 
has to change with it.” 

The governor said the necessary 
changes cannot be made overnight. 
“We didn’t get into the trouble we are 
in overnight and I don’t think we have 


to be vicious about how we make - 


these changes.” 

The governor said he did not intend 
to cut their budgets but rather he 
wanted the departments to reorder 
their priorities and restate, rethink 
and relook at what they were doing 
and eliminate those things which did 
not make as much sense. 

“We have tried to deal with these 


things inan up front way. Ted said the 


other day in a debate ‘In answer to 
that queston I am going to give you a 
commercial.’ My answer was I’m not 
going to give you a commercial. I am 
going to tell you the truth; ’'m going 
to tell you what we’ ve got to do to deal 
with these issues,” said Bangerter.

Romesburg is new UVCC president

Kerry D. Romesburg began his 
tenure of duties as president of Utah 
jalley Community College on Mon- 
day 


Romesburg arrived Monday from ~ 


Alaska, where he just completed 13 
years as executive director of the 
Alaska Commission on _ Postsec- 
ondary Education. 

Romesburg said his first impres- 
sions of Utah County were positive. 
“I am very impressed by the partner- 
ship UVCC has established with the 
community and the state.” 

Romesburg said he is concerned 
about tax initiatives and pending pro- 
posals for funding cuts on state bud- 
get and programs, but stressed he 
was new to the area and not too famil- 
lar with all of Utah’s concerns yet. 

He said he has studied Utah demo- 
graphics and found that Utah’s school 
age children are the highest propor- 
tion of the population arid the state 
gives 50 percent of its budget to edu- 
cation. 

Some budget cuts have been pro- 
posed for UVCC, and Romesburg 
said he is opposed to them. He said i 
understands people are tired of pay- 
ing taxes, but he hates to see people 
lose the benefits of the good programs 
taxes provide. “When you lose one or 
two million from a $17 million budget, 
you have to curtail enrollment.” 

However, Romesburg added that 
he was not against fundraising. 
“UVCC is really a resource to the 
community for training and support, 





especially to the corporate aspect of 
the community.” 

Romesburg stressed the primary 
focus of UVCC as being a vocational- 
technical college, not just a junior col- 
lege for general education. He said 
general education is no less important 
but UVCC was proud of the voca- 
tional and technical programs it offers 
the community. 

Areas in which Romesburg felt he 
would like to see an improvement 
were some of the college’s programs 
and classes which are losing enroll- 
ment. Romesburg says UVCC will 
not cut the programs, instead the col- 
lege will rejuvenate and revamp 
them. 

UVCC’s new president has met 
with BYU President Jeffrey Holland 
and plans to meet with him again. 
According to Romesburg, there is a 
concern about enrollment. He said as 
BYU fills its enrollment capacity, 
more students will turn to UVCC to. ~ 
continue their education. 

“A community college must re- 
spond to community needs. It must 
strike a critical balance in serving vo- 
cational-technical training needs of 
the students at the same time it pro- 
vides general education classes for 
those students who want to transfer 
to a four-year institution. One of 
these roles cannot suffer at the ex- 
pense of another.” 

Romesburg earned his bachelor’s, 
master’s and doctorate degrees at Ar- 
izona State University. Before his 
post in Alaska, he was the executive 
director of the Arizona Commission 
for Postsecondary Education.

Leak threatens delay in shuttle launch 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — A pressure drop detected in January might 
have alerted engineers to the small leak that now threatens a long delay in the 
next space shuttle flight, but there is no conclusive evidence that workers 
acted improperly, the launch director said Tuesday. 

Director Bob Sieck said a search of paperwork shows that a pressure check 
was made on the oxidizer tank manifold in an engine compartment before 
Christmas, and a second reading was taken about two weeks later. 

“There was a pressure drop of about 16 pounds per square inch between the 
two data points,” he said in an interview. 

A tiny leak of nitrogen tetroxide gas was detected in an engine compartment 
of space shuttle Discovery on the launch pad Friday. 

Engineers have been puzzling over how to fix the leak without removing the 
shuttle from the pad, a move that could delay the planned early September 
launch by two months. 

The leak is in a fitting on a one-half inch line leading to an oxidizer tank, the 
same area where the pressure drop was detected in January.

Officials predict record coal production 


WASHINGTON — Coal industry officials predicted Tuesday that the na- 
tion’s coal companies will have record production this year, as some utilities 
turn to coal-fired generators to replace hydroelectric power in this summer of 
drought and soaring heat. 

In a midyear production forecast, the National Coal Association said coal 
production should toatal 926 million tons in 1988, up 9 million tons from last 
year’s record. 

“With low-water conditions in the Pacific Northwest, particularly, utilities 
that normally use hydroelectric power have had to turn to coal-fired genera- 
tors,” said David MacKenzie, director of strategic planning for AMAX Coal 
Co. of Indianapolis. “There’s also been increased use of air conditioning, and 
that pushes up the demand for coai.” According to John Tellmann of Mapco 
Coal Ine. in Tulsa, Okla., “Most of the increase is going to be for Western coal, 
because they supply the utilities out there that can’t use hydro.” The coal 
association projected consumption of 38 million tons of metallurgical coal— 
that used in steel production— for an increase of 1 million tons from last year, 
and said industrial consumptions should remain steady at 82 million tons. 


South Africa quiet on Mandela’s birthday 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — South Africa was quiet on Nelson 
Mandela’s 70th birthday, showing once again the government’s ability to 
defuse potentially explosive events and its refusal to bow to world opinion. 

Dozens of governments — including the United States — appealed for 
Mandela’s release. Thousands of people held rallies in world capitals to mark 
the birthday Monday of the African National Congress leader who has been 
imprisoned since 1962. 

In South Africa even the pro-government, Afrikaans-language newspaper 
Beeld said it now would be better to free Mandela rather than further enhance 
his stature as a martyr. 

But the government responded in its customarily blunt fashion: no birthday 
celebrations and no freedom for Mandela until he renounces violence. 

Mandela’s birthday passed in South Africa.without,a.major public celebra- 
tion or an outburst of violence. “This day turned-into what the government 
wanted to be made of it,” the leader’s wife, Winnie Mandela, said Monday. 


Girl identifies Headley as her abductor 


BRIGHAM CITY — An 8-year-old Deweyville girl on Tuesday identified 
Thomas C. Headley as the man who abducted her from a Tremonton school, 
took her to Idaho and abandoned her on March 24, 1987. 

The child took the stand for only five minutes during a preliminary hearing 
in Ist Circuit Court for Headley, 31, of Snowville, who is charged with 
aggravated sexual abuse of a child, child kidnapping and aggravated kidnap- 
ping. Authorities said the child was taken from the Bear River Middle School 
in Garland, sexually abused and released the following morning in Malta, 
Idaho, about 65 miles away. A Washington man, Frank James Harvey, 
previously was convicted in the case, but he was released in January when 
authorities said they had a new suspect. 

Judge Robert W. Daines cleared the courtroom of reporters and the public 
when the child, who was 6 years old at the time of the kidnapping, took the 
stand. Observers were ushered to the City Council chambers, where they 
listened to her testimony on a speaker. 

Asked by prosecutor Jon Bunderson if her kidnapper was in the courtroom, 
the child said “Yes,” and then pointed at Headley.

Jackie Sallit, spokeswoman for in- 
dependent presidential - candidate 
Lenora Fulani, said the Utah demon- 
stration was postponed so it will be- 
come part of a larger rally sponsored 
by the Fulani Committee for Fair 
Elections and several AIDS organiza- 
tions. 

“Fulani is running on a platform 
that includes expanded freedom for 
homosexuals and lesbians,” said Sal- 
lit. 

“The Utah group got involved be- 
cause of the concern of the gay and 
lesbian community over gay rights 
and AIDS prevention,” said Sallit. 

David Sharpton of Salt Lake City, 
an AIDS victim and co-founder of the 
coalition, said Monday that the pur- 
pose of the demonstration was to de- 
mand an AIDS education and re- 
search plank in the Democratic 
platform to be debated Tuesday. 

“What we’re doing is demanding to 
the Democratic Party that they have 
an AIDS plank. The purpose is to help 
improve education and make the can- 
didates realize this is an issue they 
will have to deal with,” he said.> 

Advocates of homosexual rights 
contend that AIDS education has 
lagged in Utah because of the influ- 
ence of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, which considers 
homosexuality one of the most serious 
sins. “Fear of being discovered pro- 
hibits many homosexuals from seek- 
ing information and treatment for the 
disease,” said Sharpton. tA

WASHINGTON — Despite dry 
weather, housing construction only 
partially rebounded in June from the 
sharp slump in May, and economists 
say rising mortgage rates likely will 
curtail home building for the rest of 
the year. 

The Commerce Department said 
Tuesday that builders started con- 
struction of new houses. and apart- 
ments at a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 1.45 million units in June, up 
5.1 percent from the previous month. 

But the improvement only partly 
offset a precipitous 12.6 percent de- 
cline in May. The June numbers don’t | 
really signal a rebound in housing, 

said Thomas M. Holloway, senior 
‘economist of the Mortgage Bankers 
. Association of America. 

The hot, dry weather of June, bad 
for farming but ideal for home build- 
ing, also contributed to the uptick.
